Isit not time to ring 
the loud alarm, to let the warning thun- 
der of God’s law be beard, men’s con- 
aciences may be aroused as from a deatb- 
like trance, before blood shall cry out 
from the ground to heaven against us’

They looked well in picturesque coats 
(made out of blankets), and their deer- 
skin leggings and moccasins, while their 
easy carriage in the saddle, and daunt- 
less bearing, showed them to be men to

TWADDLE. 

The New York Tribune of the 13th in- 
staut has two-thirds of a column of edl- 
torial rigmarole on the subject of the 
‘ Proscription”’ of what it calls Repud- 
lican voters. It is of little use to reply to 
such stuff, “because it is intended for 
effect, and produces its effect among 4 
mass of readersin the Northern States 
whom no reply to it will ever reach ; or 
if it did, and were ever so conclusive, it 
could no more penetrate their steel- 
casing of prejudice, than a cambric needle 
in a lady's fingers could hope to pierce 
through the epidermis of a rhinoceros. 

Neither have we the slightest care tq 
enter upon a defence of those citizens of 
Memphis who saw fit, actuated by a 
natural and just indignation, to decline 
longer to avail-themselves of the ser- 
vices of the sable gentlemen who had 
voted to continue their disfranchise- 
ment, their political inferiority to the 
negro himself, their exposure to the out- 
rages and contumelies of licentious 
power. They recorded themselves our 
implacable enemies, and it Was no pros- 
cription to refuse to continue to employ 
them. You neither want an enemy in 
your household nor a snake in your 
bosom : and itis not prescription to rid 
yourself of either as unceremoniously as 
possible, There is no need of excuses or 
apologies, or justification. 

Nevertheless we feel inclined te say a 
few words in reply to this latest effusion 
of twaddle by the magisterial 7ridune, 
following the text with the commentary : 

‘‘Nobody has ever thought it amia- 
ble to snatch bread from the starving, or 
polite to pull his bed from under a dving 
man; but, it seems to us, akin to these 
attentions, is the attempt to bully a freed- 
man ont of his vote. There was a littie 
too much of this for patience in the late 
Tennessee election.’’ 

If the Tribune were to discover that it 
had a ‘rebel’ compositor in its office, 
who proposed to vote the Democratic 
ticket, would it not discharge him? Did 
it never belong to a party which pro- 
ceeded, immediately on attaining power, 
to dismiss clerks of a different faith from 
employment, when to do 80 was actually 
to expose their wives and children to dis 
tress for coals and food? Every party, 
for thirty years, has in turn howled pro 
scription, when only ordinary polftica/ 
questions were involved in elections, and 
every party has in turn, and very wrong- 
fully and basely practiced it. 

It ia a very different matter, when the 
questions involved are not political, but 
those who vote for particular candidates 
vote to continue the disfranchisement of 
better men than themselves: when that 
vote helps to continue in power a despot- 
ism, under which the liberties and even 
the lives of the proscribed are not safe : 
when the lives of the candidates of the 
party iv favour of enfranchisement have 

} not only been threatened, because they 
proposed to addre«s the people, but actu- 
ally put in jeopardy by murderous 

” attacks. Struggling to rise, by peaceable 
and Constitutional means, out of the 
misery into which oppression had 
plunged them, they found the heel of the 
negro upon them, pressing them down 
again. Banded together by secret and 
atrogious oaths, and obedient to their 
white leaders, armed and ready for vio- 
lence, these wretches made no secret of 
their hostility and hate, or if they did, it 
was but to deceive those who believed 
their lying professions. They are the 
enlisted mercenaries othe Radicals, and 
in treating them as declared enemies, 
helping a paltry faction to rob men of 
their liberties, to tax them without their 
consent, to plunder them, probably, in 
order to pay ‘loyal’ men for fictitious 
losses, we merely accepted Lhe issue they 
tendered. 

Now, threatening to discharge a man 
from employment, uniess he votes with 
his employer, is the most shameful sort 
of bribery conceivable, and the wretch 
who succumbs to such influences might 
just as well be a slave as a so-called 
‘reedman. His freedom is merely nomi- 
nal. The best part of him belongs to the 
political trader who buys him at the poor 

rice of permitting him to earn a living 

y the sweat of his brow. Whetber an 
employer thinks negro suffrage expedi- 
ent or otherwise does not iu the slightest 
degree affect the moral question. 

When men are robbed of the common 
rights of freemen, and the megro is put 
over them as their political master and 
euperior, who shall say that, to recover 
these rights, they may not, if they ean, 
buy the votes that will otherwise con- 
tinue them in bondage.

Order No. 49 of Gen. Pope affirms that 
he ia satisfied that the civil offleers tn 
Alxbama, Georgia and Florida sustain by 
advertising patronage newspapers that 
oppose reconstraction by denunciations 
and threats. He therefore directs that 
all state or municipal advertisement 
shall hereafter be given to those papers 
only which do not oppose the laws of 
congress, or incite opposition to the civil 
officers appointed under their authority. 
This order is sweeping, but we do not see 
that itisunjust. Thatit will provoke @ 
storm of abuse throughout the south is 
inevitable. 

There are no papers in the States 
named, that ‘‘ oppose reconstruction by 
denunciations and threats; and that 
the knows right well. There are 
none, so far as we know, that incite op- 
position to the civil officers appointed by 
the Satraps. If there were, they would 
speedily be suppressed, General Pore’s 
Order deprives of the ‘patronage’ of 
advertising, all papers that oppose recon- 
struction by arguments and reason ; just 
as he prohibited the Civil Officers from 
advising the people not to reconstruct, 
According to the Tribune’s logic, that is 
‘bribery’ of the press.

There are laws to prevent bribery, it is | 
true. Was it ever bribery | 
among the republicars to secure votes | 
and exertions by the promise of office | 
and employment? Was that ever de- 
nounecedas bribery? Did the law ever | 
punish it a+ bribery? Did iteverregard | 
the dismissal of a clerk in a department, | 
on account of his political opinions, as | 
bribery? Humbug! 

All will admit that proscription Is 
wrong, when it is used as the punish- 
ment of political action or the expression 
of free pulitical opinion; and it is 
especially so because it tends to destroy 
the independence of freemen, and make 
them obsequious sycophants. That 
reason ceases when it is an ignorant 
horde of uegroes who are the voters; for 
they have no independence, and are 
aiready mere tools, bought by the radi- 
cal party with the moneys of the Gov- 
ernment. Jf power gives them the right 
to vote, weakness oppressed by it ougit to 
buy their votes if ifcan, No human law 
can take the right of self-defence 
and weakness must use such Weapons as 
it has or can seize. 

You cannot have popular government 
and popular elections, without holding 
out the promise or prospect of office and 
employment to your partizans as an in- 
ducement to exertion and the reward of 
their votes, and threatening with de- 
privation of offico and employment those 
who have them, to deter them from 
voting egajnst you. Perhaps we ouyg/it 
to have euch a government and such 
elections without this evjl, but we can- 
not, 

That the employment is by the public, 
makes no differeuce in the principle. It 
is bribery to hold in terror over the head 
of a voter the loss of pud/ic employment 
as clerk or bide-waiter, porter or la- 
bourer, if it is bribery to threaten the 
loss of private employment. The effect 
on the mind and independence of the 
voter is the same. Yet the Tribune, 
after its twaddie and nonsense about 
bribery, is silly enough t¢ publish the 
following rigmarole: 

Playing, therefore, upon domestic love, 
taking advantage of pressing Decessities, 
availing himself of an accidental superi- 
ority, the employer who bullies a de- 
pendent out of his most sacred privilege, 
and wheedies him into becoming a mere 
tool, is guilty of a moral larceny, and as 
suuls are of more importance than bodies, 
perhaps he may be declared guilty of a 
morai murder, It is extortion, aud ex- 
tortbon under aggravated circumstances. 
It is merely an attempt to starve a 
voter's oOpibions and preferences out of 
him.

Out of the 
four or five millions of negroes in the 
United States, we do not believe there 
are ten thousand who deserve to be re- 
warded with the sacred privilege of vot- 
ing for legisiators or for rulers. When 
they have learned to read and write, apa

The ne- 
gropholists may sentimentalise as much 
us (hey please about the negro, and call 
him ‘‘a man and a brother,”’ we deny 
that the African race is equal to tiie 
English race; and Mr. Philosopher Hux- 
ley to the contrary notwithstanding, we 
most distinctly assert the inferiority of 
the Ethiopian black man to the.Euro- 
pean white man. There is # radical dif- 
ference in the organism of the two races 
extending from head to heel. 
From ihe Loyieville Courter.) 

Negro suffrage is necessarily acoompa- 
nied by the political equality of the races. 
He who attempts to put the ignorant 
and beastial African on a footing of 
equality with the Caucasian race, at- 
tempts an impossibility. God bas made 
the white man so infjnitely the superior 
of the negro that the two cannot he 
equalized. Though congress were to fill 
whole tomes with statutes designed to do 
away with the distinction which nature 
and nature's God has made, it would all 
bein vain. Kut while such legisiation 
will failto briog about the result intend- 
ed, it will necessarily be attended with 
consequences, aad such consequ-nces as 
are fearful to contemplate. We wish 
our-elf plainly understood. The attempt 
to equalize the begro with the white 
man will inevitably eventuate in a con- 
flict of races. The white men of the 
southern states have been disposed to 
treat the freedmen with kindness, and 
would have assisted them in their new 
coudition had the latter been permitted 
to remain in their normal state of subor- 
dination; but when the negroes are in- 
vested with political power, and, influ- 
enced by bad white men for their own 
disposition, band together to secure to 
themseives the control of public affairs, 
the case becomes very different. In 
eleven states the negroes have been 
clothed with suffrage, and in every one 
of them they have already taken a posi- 
tion of antagonism to the whites. At 
the election in Tennessee last Thursday 
the negro party succeeded in the election 
of ite candidates. Does any one suppese 
the feelings of the free-born white men 
of Tennessee toward their late slaves are 
such as they were before that event? 
Does any one imagine the people of the 
~outbern states regard the presumptuous 
Ethiops who aspire to rule over them as 
they would bave regarded the unpretend- 
ing freedmen”? A war of races does not 
prevail now in the southern states, be- 
cause the country is heavily garrisoned 
with United States troops; but such a 
war, in the fuliness of time, seems inev- 
itable—and then wo to the negro!
